Truly, other distinctively Negro church groups! have wrought well, in Church 
government, support and management. Standing alone and! fighting as it were single- 
handed and against tremendous odds, foes and difficulties, within and without their 
ranks, they have gone forward and won for themselves a name and place in national 
church life. That’s commendable and praiseworthy and possible only indicate what 
the future may still have in store for us. The Negro in the Methodist Episcopal 
Church occupy a lot, somewhat different from these. In the first place, — . Unlettered 
and unprepared for what was set before him by being in the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, made him, without a doubt a “liability” from the very start. He by his very 
presence in this Church, had to take on the form, styie, government and what not, of 
this great Church if he would stay within it. Fortunate for him, the earlier Fathers 
and leaders were sympathetic and willing to bear with his short- comings until such 
a time, as he might come into his rightful own. During this period, wise and far- 
reaching plans were laid for his development and growth. Sacred money poured forth 
to that end. Noble consecrated men and women readily laid their lives on the altar 
for his redemption and training. Nothing was spared to fit him for his rightful place 
in this great church by our white brothers and sisters. 

Realizing this, the Negro, himself did not falter, but rose to the occasion and 
seized the opportunity, and “passed the examination” — God be praised. 



The New Orleans Area of the Methodist Episcopal Church, under the wise, sane 
and aggressive leadership of Resident Bishop Elijah Jones proves this without a 
shadow of a doubt and to the satisfaction of the entire Church. Assuming the leader- 
ship, a little more /than a decade ago, after a lifetime of white leadership, was no 
small transaction or shifting of the “gear”. Studying “white”, seeing “white”, hon- 
oring “white” fearing “white” for all the years, and a sudden shifting |o “black” 
leadership required, tact, statesmanship and much ability, lest the whole scheme of 
things be wrecked. It did not wreck — the Lord be praised. We rejoice that results 
are as they are. And since great movements do not go backward, we have but to 
pray, work and serve, so that continued under the black leadership 1 , the work of the 
wPrk of the church shall go forward. 



With this object in view, and actuated by a sincere prayer that we shall not go 
backward, we send forth this humble information, and we trust Conference Souvenir* 
of Flint-Goodrich Hospital and the Louisiana Conference. 



We heartily “welcome,” the coming of Bishop Earnest G. Richardson, as the dis- 
tinguished President of 0 ur Conference at this time. W'e invite him to sit with us 
in holy council; to study for awhile our work and catch a vision of the task before 
us and lend by his godly wisdom and fatherly advice, such aid, cheer and inspiration; as 
will help gear us for further service for th e Master. He, as President of the Louisiana 
Conference now, sit where “saints once sat.” A cloud of witnesses hover around and 
about. A thousand prayers ascend for th e God of Heaven t 0 lead, him and us aright. 
WELCOME! 

In bidding him this “welcome,” we wish to state that, we hav e nothings to regret 
nor to apologize for, while serving under our own racial leadership!, in the person 
of Bishop Robert Elijah Jones. In the essential and fundamental things, we have gone 
forward in a marked degree, as results will show. 







We have passed the experimental stage and his leadership has simply prepared 
the way for others ,of the Race to lead on. As an indication of that fact, we briefly 
state that — • 

In point of WORLD: SERVICE, we take pride in the record made. With less 
leadership it would hot have been done, with the many barriers and handicaps that 
hindered the workers. 

In point of educational advances, we have more than kept pace with the times. 
With the awakening of the several States concerned, along the line of Negro education, 
our educational plants and systems, had to undergo in many respects great changes, 
and still our educational interests have advanced proportionately. 

In point of Church building, improvements and the general tone of community up- 
lift— We have surpassed ourselves. New churches have been built; parsonages and 
communities improved, through an annual “clean Up Week.” 

In points of recruits for the Ministry. A new day daw|ns, and a still better type of 
men are entering the ministry, which will be necessary even among Negroes to carry 
on the work, so wisely started by the earlier Fathers and still going on. 

In point of Race relationship— Verily, it is a new day, and the shadows are re- 
ceeding, as the true spirit of Christ reveals itself in white and black alike. 

In recreation, social service and intensive training, “nothing like it” before has 
been done to equal the project at Waveland, Miss. GULPSIDE,” established and 
founded by Bishop R. E. Jones, where every form of educational, social, religious and 
recreational life may be quickened and built into a larger, higher and nobler life. 

In presenting this side of the subject, care has been taken to bring from the ar- 
chives of the sainted heroes, their likennss once again, and thus honor their memory 
and work once more, and give to them their rightful place in the order of these won- 
derful developments progress and growth, of which the general church may well have 
just cause to be proud. We trust that this 



may find a rrightful and useful place, and carry a' message of hope and cheer to loyal 
and true Negro.

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CONFERENCE RULES OF ORDER 

The Conference being duly Chartered and a body politic, as well as an integral 
part of the Methodist Episcopal Church do hereby adopt the following rules and regu- 
lations for its government and deliberations: 

[ 1. In all church matters and deliberations the Discipline of the church shall be the 
official guide, its interpretations subject to the decision of the General Con- 
ference. nffi 

2. The hours for meeting and adjourning shall be from 8:30 A. M. to 12:30 P. M. 

The first half-hour for devotional exercises. 

3. District Superintendents shall provide pastors with the Statistical blanks before 

arriving at the seat of the Conference. Same to be properly filled out, from the 
regular Church record. These must be Reported the FIRST cu y to the Statisti- 
cian and Treasurer. ^ ^ 

Th morning of the 3rd day the names of the delinquents shall be called in 
“ ; open conference.” After which, any one failing to replcrt must appear before 
the Conference and offer an apology. 

4. All committees, not otherwise provided for, shall be nominated by the District 

Suprintendents in open conference. Any member for cause may be excused from 
srving on two or more committees at the same time. In appointing the Stand- 
ing Committees, the District Superintendents are requested to see to it 
that every member is assigned to some one Committee. 

5. All resolutions, reports, etc., shall be submitted in writing, a copy of which shall 

be given to the Secretary. 



6. In making verbal reports of church work, in open conference, only Woikl Service, 
Conversions and accessions, subscriptions to the Southwestern with Conference 

Claimants shall be reported. 

7. No member shall present charges against another member in open conference, 

without having previously notified the accused and his District Superintendent i 11 
writing. All such charges may be referred to a Select Committee. 

8. The President and Secretary of each Standing Committee representing the several 

departments of the church shall have full charge and preside in the anniversa- 
ries for said Department. All matters pertaining to said Department shall be 
prsented to that commitee for action. 

9. The Missionary Sermon shall be preached on the THIRD DAY at 3 P. M. The 

Preacher’s Aid Society shall meet the SECOND DAY at 10:30 A. M. The Confer- 
ence Board of Examiners shall arrange to examine all applicants the day before 
the Conference. Those otherwise qualified will report to the Board and Commit- 
te on Conference Qualification meeting the requirements ef the Discipline. 
Failing to do so, sub jets the applicant to delay in qaulifying. 

10. No member or those seeking membership shall absent himself from the Confer- 
ence session, so as to delay the business of the same. Loitering around, arriving 
late as, well as untidy appearance is un-Methodistical and will nofc be excused. 
Loud and useless conversation during the Conference session will not be 
permitted.

12. Those receiving monies for Conference Beneficiaries MUST GIVE to the Secretary, 

a written receipt for the same, showing that the sam e was duly paid. The Sec- 
retary shall keep all such transactions in book form for future reference. 

13. The Treasurer’s report shall be duly audited and same passed upon by the Con- 

ference, also the Board of Stewards, and Board of Home Missions, and any oth- 
ers holding funds for the Conference. 

14. The Conference duly recognizes the work of the Preacher’s Aid Society and the 

Minister’s Wives Association and recommend them to the thoughtful care and 
support of every one. 

15. The Conference designates, Easter as World Service Bally Day; From April to 

May as Every Member Canvass; The week before Easter, as Clean Up week and 
the other established days as requested by the Boards of the Church. Pastors 
and church officials will observe these special days and report concerning them. 

16. The Conference Post Master and Sexton shall be duly paid for the services ren- 

dered, and the Conference shall defray its own expenses either by free will offer- 
ing or special taxation. 

17. The Journal as adopted shall be the OFFICIAL JOURNAL of the Conference, 

yet in cases where omissions are made, upon the testimony of competent witness- 
es, such omissions may be rectified or corrected in open confernce. 

18. The Conference Secretary shall be the Custodian of the corporate seal, and all 

other documents pertaining to the Conference.
